One of the most anomilies of the
present war in Kurope is the general
ignorance about the resources. iatellis
rence and character of the Prussians.
It is true that many of the erroneous
impressions about them was dissipated
by Sadowa, but in herstruggle with Aus
tria, prussia did not put forth her full
stremgth nor call into requisition the
highest skill of her generals or capaci
ty of her army. Prussia has been
gadually for a nawber of years perfect-

ing herself for a struggle for the in- |
ercase of. her territory. The policy.

was : first, the education of the peo-
ple, whercby iutelligent officers and
Boldiers might be assured to the coun-
try; the investigation and study of
all the latest inventions used in war,
combized with the judicious observa
tion of the wars of other nations,
snd the practical application and adop-
tion of her experiance derived to the
FPrussian army. The importance of a
thoroughly organized spy or detective
Byetem was recognised aad organized
withan’efficiency that makes the Ko-
glish and French forces of a similar kind
sink into insignificance. The value to
Moltke of the curreat information fur-
nished by his detcetive has been price~
less, and the men engaged in furnish-
ing it seems to have devoted themselves
to it with all the method and thorough
hess ‘pgeulinr to the Germans in matters

_ ol business.

The correspondents all testfy to the
atelligence and information of the
Prasgian common soldiers, while the
officers are thoroughly up inevery branch
of their duties. The seeret of the ef.
fcotiveness of the Prussian army is its
organisation. lhe smallest and most
trifling details receives the closest and
wost careful attention Nothing that
eoncerns the disiplive, arms or health
of the troops is neglected. Every man
i3 instrueted mot omly in his own duties,
but of those above or below him in his

“regiment. Licutenants are made com-
petent to act as captains, or colonels, as
the exigencies of a conpaign may re-
quire. The world has been astonished
at the familiarity of the Prussian Gen-
erals with the topography of France,
und sarprised at the fund of informa-
tion shownsby them as the war has pro.
gressed. They have not only informed

_ themselves perfectly of every foot of

ground in Fraoce, but, in all probabili
ty, are equally koowing about Austria,
ITtaly, Russia. and even England. In
‘-the piping times of peace,” the Prus-
san foundries, laboratories, secret ser-
vice bureaus, engin:ers and detcctives
ave been working guietly an d constant
td periect the power of Prassia to strike
a blow with an arm wade up of the
sinews of a 1,000,000 of men, dirccted
by the educated minds of as many
soldiers commanded by that giant ge-
mius Moltke.— Mobile Weekly Regster.
